Ottawu. April 1. 
QVBSnos OF pnrviLEaK. 
Mr, Stephenson— I wish to bring np a 
matter which is a broach of the privileges 
of this House. It is contninod in a letter 
written from Ottawa, and dutod from the 
House of Commons, March iJOth, and pub- 
lishad in tho Hamilton Times. It saya — 
"The impression is gaining ground that 
tho disgraceful Bnnster-Choval affair is 
chargeable to Sir John Macdonald and 
Mr. Stephenson, tho Tory whip. It is 
stated that thoy egged Mr. Bunster on to 
sending his noto to Mr. Chevid, and that 
Sir John was at tho door of room 13 when 
tho parties mot. Not only that, but that 
ho mot a member for Toronto, and told 
him there was 'going to be a fight.' It is 
positivelj^nown that Sir John knew tir.^t 
of the nflfair, and was the first to carry thu 
news into tho Chamber. Mr. Bunstar 
has a marked eye this morning, and hang.-? 
bis head from shame. Ho was so ill last 
night after the excitement that two doe- 
tors were sent for to attend him. Every- 
body regrets the row, for which Mr. Cha- 
tbI was in nowise to blame. It is said 
that if Sir John Macdonald, Messrs. Caron, 
Stephenson and Maemillan would toll all 
they know about the Bunstor row, thej' 
could tell a pretty story. It is now said 
that after Mr. Cheval entered tho room the 
door was locked, and that Sir John stood 
at it, hoping Mr. Bunster would thor- 
oughly thrash Mr. Oheval. Dr. St. Jean, 
who saw him there, asked to bo lot in, and 
was told novor to mind. It was all right. 
He, however, forced an ontranoo and 
BOparatod tho combatants," Ail I havo to 
say is that during that evening after din- 
ner, I had no conversation with Mr. 
Bunster in any wa^ whatever. I knew 
nothing about tho disturbance. I was not 
near the door when it occurred, and it 
was not for some tirao after it oecurrod 
that I hoard of it. I have only this to gay, 
that I do think certain partios engaged in 
newspaper correspondence at this House 
areinoapable of telling tho truth. 1 have 
been used to thia sort of thing. (Ap- 
plause and laughter.) I recognise tho 
voice of my friend, the hon. member for 
North York, and I think his experience 
esteuda in the same direction, except so 
far as abuse is concerned. Ho has abused 
others while I have received abuse. I 
think there are somo correspondents hero 
who ought to have more regard for tho 
amenities of society than to coin state- 
ments of this kind which have not a scin- 
tilla of truth in them. I merely make this 
statoment in justico to myself and my 
constituents, and because such a .state of 
things ought not to continue. 

Sir John Macdonald— My hou. friend 
has brought this matter up, and all that I 
can say is that my hon. friend from Frou- 
tenac (Mr. George A. Kirkparrick) when 
I was standing near my seat, informed 
me that Bunster and Choral had gone to 
havo a meeting in Committee Koom 13, 
and stated that ho was afraid there wonid 
be a collision. I immediately said to Mr. 
Kirkpatrick, "Let lis go there," and com- 
ing out into tho passage I met Mr. Mac- 
donald of Centre Toronto, and I said, 
"There's going to be a fight in room 13."

MR. BLUOTT'S STATEMENT. 

Hon. A. C. Elliott, sworn— I am Attor- 
ney General and loader of tho Govorn- 
meut; I have heard the alle{;ations as set 
fgrthia tiie reaolationof theHonss; some 
time about the middle of last yoar a Mr. 
Dacres was introduced to mo by Dr. 
Trimble; Mr. Dacrea ropreseuted lum- 
eelf to be u morcliaut from Kootenuy; he 
stated that Mr. Gal lugbor was vary bard 
up or "dead broko"; that his olaim was 
worked out or playod out; that bo bad 
beon working for wages; a lul I think ho 
stated that ho (Mr. Gallngbor) ^Taa then 
stopping with Father I'outiuet; ho nlso 
said that Qallaghor was in hia (Dacros') 
debt; I'm not awaro that ho said the 
amount; tlmt be (Dacrea) could not af- 
ford to g'ivo him aay more credit, and 
that it waa Mr. Gallagher's intention not 
to oome to the House of Assembly again. 
Daores then asked me if I would haTe any 
objaotion to giro Mr. Oallngbor tka place 
occupied by Mr. G. A. Kelly, constable 
at Kootonay, if Mr. Kelly rtiaigued; I said 
I ooald not entertain a proposition of 
that charaotor and could not outer into any 
such arrangement; Daoreatben nrged the 
matter more strongly on mo, and Dr. 
Trimble, who was prosout, eipreeseJ his 
opinion that if Mr. Gullaglior re.'iignad be 
saw no objection to hiatukiug tbo oflice oc- 
cupied by Kelly, if ho (Kelly ) also resigned 
his position; I replied that so far as I waa 
conoornocl I would have no objootion to 
do OS far as possiblo a friendly turn to 
Mr. Gallagher with •vrhom I had always 
boon on friendly term.s; Mr. Dacres asked 
me if I would write to Mr. Gallagher to 
that effoot; I declined to do so, but aa 
Father Fouquot's name had been men 
tioned and ha was a friend of mine and of 
Mr. Gallagher I said I would write to 
him on the subject; I did write to Father 
Fouquot to the oflfect that I understood 
from Dacros that it was Gallagher'a in- 
tention to resign his seat and that I also 
undestood that Mr. Kelly, tbo constable, 
intended to stand for Kooteuay. I said 
that although I was n«t in a 
position to ■ mako any promisa 
to Mr. Gallagher of Kelly's position, yot 
so far as I was concerntul I saw no obiuo- 
tion to his having it; I kept no oopy of 
the letter, attaching little importance to it; 
I sent the letter by Mr. Daores; do not 
think it was an open letter; it may have 
boan but I think not; after Daoresleft tho 
office I wrote the letter and I have 'never 
seen Mr, Dacrea aince; to tho bijst of ray 
belief I did not write to Mr. Kelly on that 
occasion; I eortaiuiy did not write aiithor- 
izingkim or anybody else to offer Mr. 
Gallagher SI, BOt) or one dollar; I never 
dreampt of Mr. Gallagher in couneetion 
with Mr. Kelly's oflico until tho matter 
was brought up by Dacros; I may say that 
I have had freqncut lottora from Mr. 
Kelly since bis appointn^ont, what I may 
call gossiping lottsrs; he has mQntioned 
his intention of standing for Kootenay nt 
some period should a vacancy ocour;8omo 
time late last your I received a letter from 
Kelly eaying that bo had olTerod Mr. 
Gallagher §1,000 if ho would resign his 
s.eat; I regarded tho offer— the whole 
affair— as a joke; I thought ho had made 
the offer in a spirit of fun; ha had not tho 
rambfestaufchor'ity from me for doing it; 
it haa never been broached, good, bad or 
jndiffureut; I ahould have thought, if it 
were possible to trado in such a trunsac- 
tiop.that it was Mr. Gallagher who shtiild 
bave'offored Kelly tho ^1,000, tho oon- 
stableship being tho more lucrative posi- 
tion; I also attached no importance to the 
matter for another reason-— I was utterly 
unable to conooivo whore Mr. Kelly conld 
pessibly get 81,000; for my part, with my 
knowledge of Kelly's character, I did not 
Relieve then that there was anything seri- 
ous in tho matter, noir do I now in spile of 
all I have hoard; Kelly at no time had any 
possjblo juBtification from mo fpi' making 
the ofl'er. 

The Chief Justice — I'm not at all sure 
that there is anything diahouorablo in a 
laan going to a representative and offering 
him ft Huni of money |o rosigp so tjsto op 
%mfi. ttip former to have a chauoo to run. 

Mr. Justice Gray It is at least very 
unfair that tho Gevernmont should bo 
hold rasponsiblo for any bargain a can- 
didate and a member may make. 



The Attorney^Qonaral— I believe it has 
boon tho praotioo of Governments to buy 
out opposition members by appointinp; 
them to office. I wiah to repeat that I 
feci quite satisfied I did not write to Kelly 
on the occasion alluded to, nor at any 
time, on the subject of Mr. Gallagher and 
tbo conata'jleship, but I cannot, after the 
lapfo of time, positively swear I did not. 

Mr. Justice Gray— There was no possi- 
bility of buying Galingher's su])port in the 
House if ho resigui'd, nor could yoii tell 
who would bo elected in hia stead, 
Hon. Mr, Elliott— Perhaps it would bo 
proper for mo to state that Kelly had 
been intimate with me before he went to 
Kootenay; I never knew him when I ro- 
aidod at Lillooet aa alleged ; I know hia 
brother well and have done eo a long 
time; I never olVered Gallagher either tbo 
ooustableship, a thousand dollars or any- 
thing elso directly or indirectly, with tlio 
OKCcption of my letter to Father Foui|uot, 
which only stated that I had n« objection 
to Gallagher's appointment as coustablu 
in tho event of tho position becoming va- 
cant; I may have stated to Dr. Trimble 
the substance of my letter to Father Fou- 
quet; I am not sure if I did to either of 
my colleagnos; I wrote to Father Fouqiut 
S3 be was the only person IkaewatKout- 
onay out.iide of ofHoials and so that thoro 
should bo no uusroprosontation. 

Mr. Justice Gray — You wrote as a 
friendly act to Gallagher, not with any 
corrupt intention. 

Mr. Elliott — No ono who knows Father 
Pouquet womld venture to do otherwise. 
Ho is a gentleman respected by both por- 
ties and no politician; I have not seen 
him for some 10 or 12 years. 

To Mr. Gallagher — I cannot say what 
time last summer it wna wlion I wrote to 
Father Fouqnot; don't know whether It 
was before or after Mr. Davie's defeat; 1 
boliovo that that was tho only letter I sent 
to Kootenay by Mr. Daores on the subject 
in question; there may havo boon oflicial 
letters sent to Mr. liootl!. 

Mr. Uallugbor — I know tlmt Jlr. Dacres 
brought up two other lottora be.-iidos the 
ono to Father Fouquet; I road oiiu which 
was from you (Mr. Elliott) to Mr. liuutb 
recommending Mr. Dacres for a sharo of 
Government patronage; I read tho letter 
myself and remember its purport well. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott— It is quite poaaiblo, 
and now you mention it I do remember 
that Dacres improved tho occasion by ask- 
ing that he might bo allowed a ohance at 
Kootenay to supply provisions to tho gov- 
ernment. 

To Mr. Gallagher— Dacros did not say 
in so many yords that ho had authority 
from you to ask for tho constablesbii); hut 
tbo impression was oa my mind that ho 
had; no one olao has over asked for tho 
appointment for you; you have never ask- 
ed for it and I havo never conversed with 
any other person on the subject; Dacres 
stated you were in debt to liira and said 
you did not want to come down to tho 
House any more; I gathered from hia 
statements that you wore personally de- 
sirous of tho appointment as constablo-- 
not from anything that has ever fallen 
from you. 

Mr. Gallagher to tlio Court— I should 
like to give evidence on the ststement that 
I am ombaras.'iod; my character ie at stake, 
Tho Chief Justice — Surely you don't 
suppose your character depends on your 
having money or not. Tho public don't 
think 80, either, 

Mr. Gallagher — I did not owe Daores 
$10 at the time ho was in town nor did I 
authorize him to make any suggestion 
about reaigiiiug; I would not resign for a 
constablosbip on any circumstances. 

Tho Chief Justice — It has never been 
positively asserted that you wero linan- 
oially embarrassed. It has only boon 
said that Dacres stated that you wero and 
arsigned it as a roaaon for your appoint- 
ment as conatable. 

Forbes Geo. Vernon — I am Chief Com- 
missioner of Lands ife Works; I was intro- 
duced to Mr. Dacros on tha 14th of Jnly, 
1877, by Mr. Speaker Trimble; to the beat 
of my reoolleotioB after n lew minutes, 
conversation Mr. Daores said ho had some 
business with ine in tho Land OfGce; wa 
went together to tho Land Oflico where 
he produced a letter from Mr. Booth; it 
was in tho form of an order for money on 
tho Lands & Works Department;. I had 
boon previously advised by Mr. Booth 
that the order had been seiit; the order 
was for S800 for liabilities incurred by 
Mr. Booth for public works; to the beet 
of my recolloation it being after 12 o'clock 
on Saturday I told him to call again on 
Monday; on Mondky tho money was paid 
to him; neither Gallagher's, nor Kelly's, 
nor anybody else's name in Kootenay, ex- 
cepting Mr. Booth's, was mentioneil to 
me by Dacres; nothing was said in any 
way, shape or foi-m, directly «r indirectly, 
connected with tliia charge; I was not 
aware until recently that Mr. ElHott had 
written to Fijtber Fonquet about tho con- 
atableship; to tho best of ray recolhictiou 
in tho House Mr, Gallagher origiuully 
stated that Father Fouqnot offered biui 
$1000 if ho would resign; next day ho re- 
tracted it; I was as much surprised as any 
body when Mr. Gallagher got up in tho 
House and made tho remarks ho did; I 
knew nothing whotoverof the matter. 

The Court hero adjourned and'at a fu I u ro 
date will take the evidanoe of Father Fou- 
quet, Kelly and Daores.

Naw YoBK, April 12.— Wm, M. Tweed 
died in Ludlow street jail at 12 o'clock 
to-day. Ho was attended by Dr. Carno- 
chan," who waa with him from an early 
hour this morning; also Foster Dewey, 
his secretary, Mr. DouglaH.hia son-in-law, 
and Edelsteiu, of his couustd. All hope 
of his recovery was abandoned soon ofter 
11, when Dr. Oarnoohau announoed a 
clogging of tho heart and complete ner- 
vous exhaustion. At tho time of his 
death thero was no struggle aa ho passed 
away in sleep witb his head lying upon 
his arm. Hia last words to Dr. Carno- 
chun wero: "1 havo. tried to do some 
good, if I have not had good luok. I am 
not afraid to die. I believe gaardian an- 
gels will protect mo." His room was 
Buniptuously furnished, but his meals 
had been brought to him from tbo jail. 
His beard and hair wero snow white, hia 
laco very thin but tho dimensions of his 
figure Lad not been perceptibly reduced. 
Tweed made tho following remarks about 
twenty minutes before his death: "Tilden 
and Fairchild;! gucsa they have killed 
uio at laat. 1 havo tried hard to d" tho 
best I could latterly, Imt they wouldn't 
let me. They will probably be satistted 
when I am carried out of here to-morrow. ' 
Death was ciiuseil by pericarditis, inflam- 
mation of tho membranes around the 
heart, pneumonia, bronchitis and ohronio 
disease of the kidnevs.

Her- . running time 
from San Francisco waa 3 days, 23 hours, 
15 mill.; (Intention at Crescent City 1 day, 
18 houiH, 15 mill.; total time of trip to 
this port 5 diiya and 18 hours. Tho Wil- 
son (1. Hunt i-t a pioneer steamer both of 
California and thia Province. Sho was 
built nt Now York in 1819 and came round 
tho Horn to this coast and has always 
buou regarded, wit'u one exception, the 
fastest boat in Pacific waters. Sho was 
recently purcli.Ased by Capt. J. Irving 
and Mr. A. H. Batea and ia announoed to 
mako a trip to tho Stickeen after having 
been thoroughly examined by tho Govern- 
ment Inspector.

Sho is 
admirably adapted both for the accom- 
modation of tho travelling public and for 
tho stowage of freight, and will doubtless 
meet with a very liberal share of publio 
patronage.

Ho bad an interview 
with Count Audrassy and ^errTeza, 
The tidings Briittaino brings from Ber- 
lin are oncouraging. The conviction 
there is that the Cztir is bent on having 
BoBsnrabia back and will take it and 
that tlio boKt thing tho Roiimaniana 
can do is to mako the best possible 
terms about the compensation they are 
to receive. The situation at Gonstan 
tiuople is still regarded dangerous.

disperse a crowd of students and others 
who followed her cheering. Pistol shots 
were fired and a student killed. An ofBoial 
account of tho affair says ho committed 
suicide after firing at the police who did 
not fire at all. The woman Saas.^nlitch 
reached her residence safely; but by Sat- 
urdsy morning had disappeared. It is 
rumored that the tribunal dealing with 
political offenses will be modified aa in 
the above case tho accused was acquitted 
in spite of her confession that an attempt 
to kill was premeditated. 

On Monday it became known at Ports- 
mouth that a letter had been forwarded 
from tho admiralty to Portsmouth asking 
how long it would tako to get ready for 
sea the flotilla of iron gunboata built for 
■eivicein tho Baltio during tho Eussian 
war and for tho moat part since lying on 
■the slips at Haster. Those are formidable 
little vessels of 251 tons displacement, 
with twin screws, and carrying each an 
18-ton gun in tho bows. Preparations 
were actually begun to fit thom with 
magazines when oountormauding orders 
were received.

The Prioco of Eonmania notified the 
Emperors of Germany and Austria of his 
intention to abdicate if Russia is permit- 
ted to usurp the government of Bouma- 
nia.
